Obama’s first holiday 
guests this year were troops

lady’s garden and the Obamas’ 
dog, Bo. 

For the third year, Obama engaged 
Chicago event planner Gabrielle Martinez, 
whose firm, agencyEA, began work in April. 

Her challenge? “How can you make it big- 
ger, better, more efficient, spend less money, 
make it the best possible experience for the 
volunteers and take it to the next level?” Mar- 
tinez said. 

About 85 volunteers were drawn from 38 
states and the District of Columbia to assem- 
ble the holiday finery. They began work the 
day after Thanksgiving at an off-site location, 
then moved Sunday to the White House. 

Artists from Chicago had distinctive roles. 
They were David Lee Csicsko, noted for proj- 
ects including the mosaic in the CTA’s Bel- 
mont station; David Condon, a glassmaker; 
Jami Darwin Chiang, a paper artist; and Heidi 
Feinerman, a terrarium designer. 

Csicsko designed—and Condon built— 
glass medallions, each 4 feet in diameter, 
crafted to look like Christmas wreaths. The 
medallions are a mix of clear textured glass; 
recycled, cut-glass platters; and specialty glass 
from artisans across the country. 

Csicsko said the experience was “fantastic” 
and observed: “I felt like I went from being a 
Chicago artist to an American artist.” 

Chiang employed her paper wizardry to 
make ornaments as well as banners for the 
Blue Room’s fir that read “Joining Forces,”

the $7 cup of coffee 


Coffee aficionados have a difficult 
decision to make: Spend $7 on a full 
lunch or on a single cup of Starbucks 
coffee? 

The brew in question: The Se- 
attle giant’s new Costa Rica Finca 
Palmilera, its most expensive offering 
ever and also one of its rarest. The cof- 
fee is part of the company’s Reserve 
line and costs $7 for a grande cup. 

An 8-ounce package costs $40. The 
uber-premium beans and brew are 
available only in 46 Starbucks stores 
in Portland and Seattle, as well as a li- 
censed store in Idaho and Starbucks’ 
Roy Street Coffee & Tea offshoot in 
Washington state. 

There are more than 11,000 Star 
bucks stores nationwide. 

Online, Starbucks has already sold 
out of a similar offering—the Costa 
Rica Tarrazu Geisha, listed on the 
website as having “rose petal aromas 
with ripe banana and subtle red cur- 
rant notes and silky mouth feel.” The 
450 available half-pound bags of beans 
were snapped up within 24 hours of 


Both kind of beans are known as 
Geisha heirloom varietals, named for 
the village in Ethiopia where they were 
first discovered before making their 
way to Central America in the 1950s. 

Starbucks justifies the high price 
by explaining that Geisha plants 
don’t produce many cherries, mak- 
ing the beans extremely rare and also 
full of concentrated flavor. This is the

company’s first go-round with Geisha 
beans. 

Now Starbucks is working through 
3,800 pounds of Finca Palmilera beans, 
which feature notes of white peach 
and pineapple, spokeswoman Alisa 
Martinez said. 

“It leaves a tingly, kind of light feel- 
ing,” she said. “It’s a very exquisite cof- 
fee.”

Is startup LendSquare 
the next Kickstarter?

There’s a well-worn cliche in business that it 
takes money to make money. 

But what if you're like Steven Lucy, the 
27-year-old co-owner of Open Produce gro- 
cery store in Hyde Park, and you have the 
business but not the capital? What if your 
produce lies, wilting in a hot summer store, 
while you struggle to get the cash for an air 
conditioner? 

“Banks are an inefficient way of allocat- 
ing money,” said Lucy, who found himself in 
just such a position earlier this year. “There 
are entrepreneurs out there that could do 
things, but they don’t have a house to put up 
as collateral and they don’t have rich friends 
or family.” 

Lucy wound up turning to LendSquare, a 
Chicago startup with a unique approach. The 
website lets people loan money to businesses 
in their community. No bank required. 

“There is this huge, huge gap in the avail- 
ability of credit, which is tragic, because 
there are many things that businesses need 
to do,” said Sebastian Villarreal, founder of 
LendSquare. “If I didn’t do it, the need for it 
is so huge that someone else would have.” 

The idea of lending money to, and making 
a profit from, businesses you already support 
financially makes sense to Laura Pincus Hart- 
man, professor of business ethics at DePaul 
University. 

Then, she said, lenders “have skin in the 
game.” They know the business, perhaps al- 
ready patronize it, and have a vested interest 
in making sure it succeeds. If you lend money 
to the local burger joint, you might bring 
friends there when you're looking for a res- 
taurant to go to on your night out. 

“It’s nice from the community-building 
perspective in an environment [like lending] 
where you don’t usually have those relation- 
ships,” Hartman said. 


The LendSquare loan process has a few 
stages. First, businesses determine how 
much money they want to borrow, based on 
what they can afford to repay each month. 
They pick an upper limit of interest they'll 
pay—say 12 percent, for example. People 
then “bid” on the amounts they want to loan 
to the business, saying how much interest 
they'll charge. 

Bidding on the loans is set for a period of 
time and once that time’s up, if not enough 
people have bid on the loan, it won't go 
through. If more people have bid on the loan 
than are necessary to meet the loan amount, 
those offering the lowest interest rates are al- 
lowed to lend the cash. Lenders get repaid at 
the highest interest amount bid.

“Tt was much easier than [getting a loan 
from] a bank, to be honest,” Lucy said. Open 
Produce took out a $7,000 loan for an air 
conditioner, wound up getting the loan for 4 
percent interest, and is repaying the money 
in a two-year plan with monthly payments 
of about $300. “When you go into a bank 
and apply for a loan—which I’ve done many 
times, and I’ve always been turned down— 
they don’t really care about your business.” 

Lucy said he also liked that the business 
wasn't asking for charity, like with a Kick- 
starter fundraising campaign. They would re- 
pay the money, with interest, to their lenders. 

“Tt wasn’t like, ‘Give us money.’ It was like, 
‘Lend us money, ” he said.

Another business owner who turned to 
LendSquare was Doug Brandt of Lakev- 
iew restaurant Pie Hole, who sought to 
borrow $30,000 to open a second loca- 
tion. 

With the funding model set up by 
LendSquare, Brandt said, “there’s a lot of 
incentive to be a part of your community. 
I hope this will be a way to entice people 
to get involved.” 

It’s not all free money and love, though, 
with LendSquare. It’s not a charity op- 
eration. LendSquare makes its money by 
taking a 2.5 percent fee of the total loan 
amount from the borrower. They also 
take a monthly fee from the borrower 
that’s half the percentage amount they 
were saved from their initial bid. For 
example, if a business says they'd pay 12 
percent interest and the lenders wind up 
requesting only ro percent, LendSquare 
would take 1 percent a month from the 
borrower. 

There is also nothing to prevent a busi- 
ness from defaulting on its LendSquare 
loan and failing to repay it. Sebastian Vil- 
larreal, founder of LendSquare, said the 
company does ask for cash flow docu- 
ments to see how much the businesses 
have coming in. If they are trying to take 
ona loan outside of their ability to repay, 
he said LendSquare will exclude them. 

“The truth is that small business loans 
are always risky,” he said, noting that 
most people wouldn't loan money to a 
business they see is struggling or mis- 
managed. “I’m not going to lend money 
to a business that’s always empty. There’s 
kind of a built-in filter.” 

For now, LendSquare remains in the 
early phases of development. It has facil- 
itated seven business loans since making 
its first loan in June. Villarreal remains 
optimistic. 

“I think what we’re doing is really 
cool,” he said, “and the response that 
we've gotten is so encouraging. 

“The idea that people would lend 
money without too much financial infor- 
mation ... no one knew if it would work.”

traditional criminal 
elements. But if the 
movie’s a used car, 
its parts are in great 
shape. 

That’s because 
even as Dominik filters the film through 
Scorsese and Tarantino, the crooks in “Kill- 
ing Them Softly” have a special brand of 
jittery desperation. Frankie (Scoot McNairy 
of “Argo”) and Russell (Ben Mendelsohn) 
believe that the crime to which Johnny (Vin- 


cent Curatola) assigns them will go smoothly: 


As Johnny says, Markie (Ray Liotta) already 
has held up his own card game, so if it hap- 
pens again, everyone will assume Markie did 
it. Easy. 

Nothing ever goes as planned, and 
Johnny’s skeptical instincts about Russell 
prove true. That’s when Jackie (Brad Pitt), an 
assassin proud of his anonymity, is brought 
in. As strategies disintegrate and bullets fly, 
Dominik frequently includes shots in the 


back of this ’08-set flick depicting both 
President Bush and then-Sen. Obama com- 
menting on financial necessity and wide- 
spread unity in America. 

Dominik repeatedly lingers on extended 
conversations, played to the hilt by the 
above actors as well as Richard Jenkins and 
especially James Gandolfini as a hitman who 
used to be a lot more functional than he is 
now. His best one-liners are unsuitable for 
print here. 

The result is a lonely, tough, pessimistic 
story. No one should go into “Killing Them 
Softly,” adapted from George V. Higgins’ 1974 
novel “Cogan’s Trade,” expecting a rollicking 
action film. Dominik’s brand of patient yet 
brutal violence won't be for everyone. Yet the 
movie's not, as it may seem, just a stylish at- 
tempt to juice up a familiar situation. Though 
the numerous political TV clips aren’t subtly 
integrated into the story, “Killing Them 
Softly” puts a new spin on the extenuating 
circumstances that derail even the greatest 
(misguided) optimism, and the cracks that 
turn a pair or a group or a country into tiny, 
individual pieces —all with bills that must be 
paid.

For what it’s worth, 
metal really turns in a 
top-notch performance 
in “The Collection.” 
Among countless, 
insanely intricate killing 
devices, not one mal- 
functions. They brutally 
punish every human in sight, with each squish 
of blood and crush of bone cranked to 11 for 
maximum entertainment. 

Oh, right, this sort of gruesome, miserable 
torture porn isn’t remotely entertaining. Yet here 
we go again in this totally unjustified sequel to 
the mediocre 2009 horror flop “The Collector,” 
in which a masked killer known as the Collec- 
tor demonstrates astonishing skill at elaborately 
rigging heavy contraptions in high, complicated 
positions. This allows him to massacre an entire 
club of dancing hotties shortly after Elena (Emma 
Fitzpatrick) spots her boyfriend with another 
woman. (The scene, aside from the dead bodies, 
reminded me of the “Saved by the Bell” episode 
when Jeff cheats on Kelly.) 

The Collector also sets up an entire aban- 
doned hotel, where he houses his collection 
of humans, to look like it was the set of “Saw.”

Which it probably was, since “The Collection” 
director/co-writer Marcus Dunstan wrote the 
final four appalling “Saw” movies. 

The hotel is so remote that one character 
notes, “Even rats won't [bleep] on it.” Yet when 
our hero, Arkin (Josh Stewart), whose disturbing 
catchphrase suggests he really wants to eat some- 
one’s heart, deliberately and carelessly shoots 
a homeless man, an ambulance appears within 
seconds. Followed by aS.W.A.T. team. Sigh. 

Many movies are stupid and make no sense. The 
suspense-free, deeply unpleasant “The Collec- 
tion,” which sort of but not really includes zombies 
and contains no clue as to where one room is in 
relation to another, pummels and bloodies numer- 
ous base aspects of competent filmmaking and 
worthwhile moviegoing. It’s trash that makes your 
mind wander to questions such as, “Does the Col- 
lector hire a service to clean up all that mess? Does 
he take off his mask to shower? Or wash it?” 

Very clearly, no one involved in “The Collec- 
tion” has any awareness of when something stinks.

Writer-director 
Andrea Arnold’s last 
film, 2010's “Fish 
Tank,” starred Mi-

be a huge star. One year later, Fassbender 
held his own in Cary Fukunaga’s big-screen 
take on Charlotte Bronte’s “Jane Eyre,” 
which has been covered so many times it 
probably will be adapted again tomorrow. 

Now, completing this little circle, Arnold 
takes her turn at a Bronte classic with her 
stark, breathless version of “Wuthering 
Heights.” Purists may find it too atmospher- 
ic; personally, I bring no pre-conceptions 
about the material (never read the book 
in English class) and think the film more 
successfully communicates old-fashioned 
feelings to a modern screen than Fukunaga’s 
“Jane Eyre” or Joe Wright’s recent “Anna 
Karenina.” 

In “Heights,” the Earnshaw family takes 
in a boy from off the street and names him 
Heathcliff (Solomon Glave). He develops 
trust with his foster sister, Catherine (Shan- 
non Beer), while Heathcliff’s foster brother, 
Hindley (Lee Shaw), spouts racial slurs at 
him and beats him up. Based on the isola- 
tion of the Earnshaw farm and general lack 
of entertainment choices in r9th-century 
England, it’s not as if Heathcliff’s swimming 
in other options to provide the basics.

Arnold’s “Wuthering Heights” feels 
downright Malick-esque in its incorpora- 
tion of weather and animals, though Arnold 
actually uses nature to inform the story. 
Atop a horse, with Catherine’s hair whip- 
ping in the wind and, in effect, his face, 
Heathcliff grows closer to the only person 
willing to stand up for him. The film’s alive 
with texture—sensations and noises, fur and 
breezes, accentuating both slow-moving 
stillness and the perception of the now. 
Against the beauty of horses or the crackle 
of the fireplace is the shock of Heathcliff 
snapping a rabbit’s neck or killing a sheep. 
There’s also plenty of human-against-human 
viciousness, without any hunting-related 
motivation whatsoever. 

The film’s approach subdues some of 
the characters’ motivations and depth of 
feeling, including Isabella (Nichola Burley) 
being second choice when Heathcliff and 
Catherine grow up (and are played by James 
Howson and Kaya Scodelario). The emo- 
tions still run high among the power struc- 
ture of a family, the ferocity of bigotry and 
the force of memories, as Heathcliff insists, 
“There is nothing I want to remember.” His 
star-crossed connection with Catherine un- 
folds as often-wordless secrets in the dark, a 
devastating love the world may never know.

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From sushi to brunch, all signs point north to Rogers Park

At the city’s northern end, Rogers Park is the end of the line for suburbia-averse 
Chicagoans —but don’t let that stop you from visiting. This fall’s addition of three 
new restaurants cements this eclectic neighborhood’s reputation of having some-

With big front windows and a location just steps 
from the Red Line Morse station from which it 
takes its name, Morsel makes a great perch for 
people-watching in the heart of Rogers Park. Own- 
ers Colm Treacy and Mary Anne Culleton know a 
thing or two about serving the North Side; together 
they own T’s in Andersonville, and Treacy also owns 
nearby LGBT bars Sidecar and The Glenwood. 
While the latter two are booze-only, Morsel is a 
restaurant—a spacious one at that, with a loft-like 
look, burgundy tufted banquettes and plenty of 
tables for groups. Dinner choices range from chili- 
spiced short ribs ($16) to roasted pork belly with 
scallops ($17), and live music and a late-night menu 
are set to debut soon from 11 p.m. to 1 a.m. Thurs- 
day and Fridays. On the weekends, brunch beckons 
with morning cocktails ($6-$7) such as pineapple 
mimosas (called “pimosas”) and Guinness bloody 
marys, plus sustenance in the form of biscuits with 
veggie sausage gravy ($9) and eggs scrambled with 
prosciutto and goat cheese ($9).

Want to 
show off some of the beer 
pong skills you perfected in 
college? After a successful 
Black Wednesday tourna- 
ment, monthly beer pong 
tourneys are in the works. 
Luckily, the craft beers on 
tap from local breweries 
such as Revolution, Three 
Floyds and Two Brothers 
are a significant upgrade 
from what you likely 
swilled at house parties.

Dishes 
range from entry-level classics such 
as spicy tuna ($8) or California rolls 
($6) to more complex signature maki 
such as the Chicago Sunset ($15.95), 
a triple-whammy of smoked salmon, 
fresh salmon and salmon roe. Head 
chef Tee Shakya selects ingredients 
not only for their flavors and tex- 
tures, but also for their looks, such as 
the bright-blue tempura crunch top- 
ping on the Blue Man Group maki 
($15.95) and fried ice cream ($6.95) 
for dessert. The restaurant also is 
certified kosher and uses faux crab 
and shrimp approved by the Chicago 
Rabbinical Council.

Maybe a phone’s not big enough for you and 
your spouse to cuddle up with on the sofa, or 
maybe single folks need to travel light when 
they're on the prowl. Whatever the reasons, 
a new survey suggests that married couples 
are more likely to own a tablet, while smart- 
phones are more popular with single folks. 

The Search Agency, a digital marketing 
company, recently released its 2012 Online 
User Behavior and Engagement Study, cre- 
ated with the help of market research firm 
Harris Interactive. 

Search Agency Vice President Mike Solo- 
mon said that differences in the ages of single 
and married respondents may have played a 
bigger role than specific habits. 

“For many of the findings, percentages zig- 
zagged between age groups, rather than plot- 
ting a consistent bell curve—indicating how 
factors such as generational differences, dis- 
posable income, and the influence of children 
on their parents impact results,” Solomon 
said in a written statement. 

“Married people are often older, have more 
disposable income and can more easily jus- 
tify superfluous pieces of technology, such as 
tablets. At the same time, baby boomers are 
often more tech-literate than their slightly 
younger counterparts—likely because their 
millennial children are pushing them to use 
new tools and devices.”

The survey provides some other interesting 
glimpses into what could be called the mobile 
revolution that has taken over the computing 
world. 

For example, 59 percent of smartphone 
owners said they had launched a Web search 
on their mobile phones when they were sit- 
ting within arm’s reach of a desktop or lap- 
top—a number that jumps to 74 percent for 
younger users, ages 18-34. 

And 66 percent of tablet owners said 
they've quickly jumped onto their iPad, Kin- 
dle Fire, Nexus 7 or other gadget to get more 
information about products they see on TV.

The music blends the raw and the refined; ev- 
erything from 808 drum machines to orchestras 
figures into the mix. The lyrics are equally mul- 
tifaceted. “Kaleidoscope Dream” is a seduction 
album, but in Miguel’s telling, being seduced— 
and ultimately fulfilled—is a good deal more 
complex than a one-night stand. 

“As I was writing these songs, I could tell I had 
a theme, but not necessarily the story,” he says. 
“I trusted my instinct, let my creativity take me, 
but I didn’t know if people would like it or un- 
derstand it. I was really nervous if people would 
be willing to accept this album for what it was

becoming, the chances I took. It’s not that I was 
trying to do something so out of this world, or 
mind-blowing, but they’re different songs [than 
the current norm]. If you're ruled by your heart 
and gut, you're going to end up with something 
different than everything else out there. So I just 
tried to summarize my lifestyle as best I could.” 
For Miguel, perhaps the tougher task is ex- 
plaining where the album fits into R&B tradi- 
tion. In the last year, it’s part of a mini-wave of 
deeply personal albums by artists like the Week- 
nd and Frank Ocean that defy genre pigeonhol- 
ing. So does Miguel consider “Kaleidoscope

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in the weeks before the release of his second 
studio album, “Kaleidoscope Dream,” and he’ll 
tell you straight up: “Nervous. I was nervous 
as hell, man. To tell you the truth, I still am 
alittle bit.” 

His anxiety has likely been mollified 
slightly by the album’s reception: nearly 
universal critical acclaim anda No. 3 debut 

on the Billboard album chart. It bucks 

the trend of most commercially success- 
ful R&B albums of recent years in that it 
is largely a self-contained effort. “Kalei- 
doscope Dream” isn’t a songwriter-by- 
committee effort or a series of would- 
be singles marbled with cameos and 
sculpted by various A-list producers. 
Instead, Miguel has his fingerprints on 
every track as a writer and producer or 
executive producer. 

That led to an album that doesn’t 
connect all the usual dots—a techno- 
infused chorus here, a rapper’s turn 
there. Instead, it’s an idiosyncratic 

and personal work with layered 

songs that reference the Zombies’ 

menthol-cool “Time of the Season” 

on “Don’t Look Back,” acid-funk on 

the trippy title song, and confession- 

al folk on “[Bleep} is Mine,” which 

turns its R-rated explicitness into an 
expression of vulnerability.

Dream” an R&B album? 

“I definitely think it’s an R&B record, though 
other people may not,” he says. “They are so con- 
ditioned to expect certain things out of current 
R&B, and it’s about following a formula. But 
R&B was once live music. It was psychedelic. 
It was rock. It was funk. And all these genres 
stem from soul music. You never would have 
had Funkadelic or Hendrix or Hall and Oates or 
the Bee Gees or the Brothers Johnson had it not 
been for soul and R&B. There would be no hip- 
hop or rock without R&B. It was important for 
me to be true to what R&B is, and that is soulful.”
